sent by the American Secretary of State to the League of Nations, cov­ 
ering the entire m ilitary and naval strength of the United States, is 
this: “The Secretary of State entertains the hope th at other nations

It is both unusual and gratifying to find the head

governments of the world. It is a recognition of the fact that the great 
problem of disarm am ent is going to be settled, not by the convictions 
a rd the prejudices of admirals, generals and diplomats, but by tne \ 
peoples of the respective nations involved. If all these nations, prior to 
the Disarm am ent Conference, shall follow the example, let us say, or 
Russia, which has already filed its report wuth the League Secretariat, 
with no dem and for publicity, the conference will be a star champer 
preceeding, from which little may be hoped. 
Only lf the people at home, the people who are bg*-k 0f the move­ 
ment for general reductions and lim itation of armaments, shall be luny 
informed as to the degree to W’hieh their respective governments are 
ccmmitted to m ilitary policies and expenditures can there be assurance 
of success in the conference. 
This great forward step taken by the United States Government 
put* a very definite and specific quietus upon the assertion so frequently 
made 'h a t the Hoover Administration would take no active interest lh 
the Disarmament Conference. It dem onstrates to the world th a t while 
the size of its military establishment may not be such as to enable tne 
United States to make considerable reductions in order to induce sim­ 
ilar reduction* on the part of foreign countries, the United States is 
perfectly ready to let the whole world know’ what it has in the way of 
a fighting force and to enter into the conference, the ultim ate purpose 
of which is to see that at least that force shall never be augmented, 
but rrav in time be reduced in common with those of other nations. 
It j* the first manifestation ol the moral force which the Unitea 
.4 tat et alii undoubtedly exerct^e at the conference. It inaicates a wui- 
ingntss to deal with other nations with the utmost frankness and to 
eocaurage similar openness of purpose and method on their part. 
The action of the Administration in this m atter is the m ast en­ 
couraging evidence that could have been given th at the United States 
will go to Geneva eager to accomplish actual lim itation of arm am ents, 
and ready to present for the consideration of the world 
the 
figures 
from which mav be deduced the extent to which it can join 
in

KENTUCKY WILL GET 
BLUE-GRASS AGAIN 
FROM OHIO FIELDS 


LONDON. 
O.. 
June 24. —Ken­ 
tucky, the bluegrass state, will 
look to Ohio again this year for 
blue grass seed with which to in­ 
crease its yield. 
Scores of blue grass seed strip­ 
pers ar© being worked in this sec­ 
tion to gather in the seed that la­ 
ter will be shipped to Kentucky 
and. in 
turn, shipped 
to other 
states in the union from the state 
that now holds the iblue-grass title. 
Each year, for many years. Ken­ 
tucky seedsmen have come into 
Central Ohio to harvest the fine 
crop of blue grass seed from the 
famous pasture^ of this section. 
This year, seed experts stated, 
the ormp is one of the best pro­ 
duced in the past ten years, the 
heads being long and heavy with 
seed of extra high quality. 
Farm experts stated that har­ 
vesting the blup, grass seed crop 
is one of (he best forms of farm 
relief ever offered the stricken 
farmers and farm owners of this 
section, since the stripling of the 
seed from the grass not only does 
not injure the pastures but. actual­ 
ly serves as an advantage to the 
farm owners In reduction of weeds 
in tile fields and in the return of 
ca~h from a field that already has 
been turned to account with a 
Gook of sheep. 
When the Kentucky seedsmen 
first began taking blue grass seed 
from this section, the work was 
handled by great crews of colored 
men and boys who often encamped 
for a month in this section, doing 
the work for the most part by 
hand. 
Improved 
machinery 
has 
les­ 
sened the work and cut down the 
time 
required.
